Died  (or  was  buried)  in 
Providence,  R.  I.,  October  26,  1673.  Came  to  America  in 
“Kigginson’s  Fleet,”  landing  in  Salem,  Mass.,  June  29,  1629. 
Lived  there  until  spring  of  1638,  when  on  account  of  sympathy 
with  the  Hutchinson  party,  whose  desire  v/as  to  enjoy  and 
promote  a  larger  liberty  in  the  worship  and  service  of  God,  he 
was  banished  that  year  and  went  to  Rhode  Island  to  join  Roger 
Williams,  by  whom  he  was  baptized  in  1638  or  39.

A  delegate  from  Providence  to  the  convention  held  in  Ports¬ 
mouth,  R.  I.,  May  19-21,  1647,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing 
s  government  under  the  charter  brought  from  England  by 
Roger  Williams.  (This  was  the  beginning  of  the  colony  of 
Rhode  Island.)  The  records  of  the  “Society  of  Friends” 
indicate  that  he  was  a  member.  Was  commander-in-chie!  of 
the  militia  of  the  colony,  with  the  rank  of  colonel.  Buried  on 
his  land  in  Providence,  upon  what  is  now  the  S.  E.  corner  of 
Waterman  and  Benefit  Streets.
